and Vandals, Gregory the Great met

hearted Richard. 

“After Richard’s death, England | 
found itself great trouble owing |! 
‘to the conduct of John. France had | 
been invited across the Channel, and 
‘Louis, son of Philip Augustus, ac- 
cepted the invitation. Pope Honorius 
III, however, after John’s death, took 
the young Henry III under his pro 
itection, and saved England from a 
French invasion, and to the young 
‘monarch his crown. 
| “We find in the same century, Pope | 
Innocent IX mediating in Hungary | 
and in Portugal for the former in an 
international disputd with the Duke 
of Austria, for the latter, in in- 
ternal difficulties between King Sancho 
It and his subjects. In those days the 
power of deposing kings on the part 
/of the Pope was an admitted principle 
in international jurisprudénce among 
Christian nations. This power was 
menace to undue autocracy site 
tyranny on the part of rulers, and a/ 
safeguard of the rights of the people. 
Pope Innocent did not depose Sancho, 
| but pacified his kingdom by appoinf-| 
ing a regent. 

“John XXII, in whose reign, war was | 
general throughout Europe, worked | 
hard in the interests of peace a 
‘notably, reconciled Edward II of En 
‘land and Robert Bruce of Scotland. | 
' Like Innocent IV he also east oil upon 
the troubled waters in Portugal. Ben- 
edict XII, who succeeded him, also! 
labored for peace between Edward III’ 
of England and Philip of Valois of | 
France. 

“To Gregory XI was due the monte 
made between Ferdinand, King of 
Portugal, and the kings of Castile 
and Aragon. The Italian States re- | 
garded him as the protector of | 
treaties, and he rendered great ser- 
vice to Geneva by inducing Amandeus | 
of Savoy to desist from his incursions 
'on that territory.
